Brion, of the Columbian navy, who has come 
to this island for the benefit of his health.. 


The Spaniah privateer Conejo, and an armed 


flechera, arrived on Tuesday, and still remain 
in the harbonr. 


In our last we published the circular ef tha 


Russian minister Nesselerode, addressed|to all 
Russian ministers and consuls, and to-day we 
insert two delarations issued by tbe allied sove- 
reigns on the breaking up of the congress of 
Laybach. 
These documents are important in 


asmuch as they explain to the world tbe object 
which the allies bad io 
view in taking such a 


conspicuous part in the late transactions on the 
continent of Europe, and by which they 
at- 


tempt to justify their interference in the affairs 
of Naples and Piedmont. It it now officially an- 
nounced, notwithstanding the emperor Alexan- 
der bad declared it to be his intention to ob- 
serve a strict neutrality in regard to Turkey, 
that the principles and 
intentions avowed in 


these declarations are intended tp apply to the 
Greek patriots.

Mr. Restrepo tv the presidential chair, and 
withdrew with a deputation of four members,

course of proceeding, and to combine, in the 
apuit of justice, of preservation, and of mode- 
ration, the mess-urea necessary for proteclitii. 
Italy from a general Insurrection, aod ihe neigh- 
bouring 
states fiom the most imminent dan- 


tiers. 
Thaiiks to the fortunate unanimity of 
sentiments and intentions which prevailed he. 
tween the three august sovereigns, this tïrat la- 
bour was soon accomplished. 
Principles, clear- 
ly laid down, and mutually adopted, with tbe 
most petfect sincerity, led ih analogous resolu- 
tions, and ¡he bases which were established at 
the very first conferences, have been invariably 
followed, duiiug the whole ceurse of a meeting 
rendered Memorable by the «inst remarkable 
results. 


"This meeting, transferred to Laybach. 
as- 
sumed a more detiaive character !>y the pre- 
"ence and co operation of the king of the two 
Sicilies, and 
by the unanimous concurrence 
with which the prinoes of Italy acceded to the 
system adopted by the allied cabinets. 
The 
monerchs were convioced that tbe governments 
most closely interested in the destinies of the 
Peninsula, rendered justice to ihepurity of iheif 
intentions; and that a sovereign, placed in a 
most painful situation, by act» with which per- 
fidy and violence had contrived to escocíate his 
name, yielded, with entire confidence, to mea- 
sures which would, at once, terminate this state 
of moral captivity, and resloie 
(o his faithful 
subjects that repose, 
and that well-being, of 
which they bad been deprived by criminal fac- 
tions. 


" The effect of these meaiures soon manifest- 
ed itself. 
The edifice which had been reared 
hy revolt —fragile in its superstructure, and 
weak in ¡is foundation—resting only on tbe 
cunning of some 
and upon the momentary 
blindness of others—condemned by an immense 
majority of the nation—and odious even to the 
army which was enrolled to def-nd it—crum- 
bled lo dust at the first contact with the regu- 
lar troops selected to destroy it, and who at 
once demonstrated its nothingness. 
The legiti- 
mate authority is restored ; the factious have 
been dispersed; the Neapolitan people are deli» 
vered from the tyranny of those impudent im- 
¡iisators, wbo, deluding them with the dreams 
of false liberty, in reality inflioted upon them 
the mutt bitter vexations—who imposed upon 
them enormous sacrifices, solely to gratify iheir 
own ambition and rapine—and who were rapid- 
ly accelerating the ruin ofa country, of which 
tbey incessantly proclaimed themselves the re- 
generators. 


" This important restoration has been coro- 
pleated, aa far as.il could, aod as it ought lo be 
by the councils and acts of the allied sovereigns. 
Now, when the king of the Two Sicilies is again 
invested with the plenitude of his rights, the 
monarchs will confine themselves te the most 
ardent good wishes for the plans which this so- 
vereign is about to adopt to reconstruct his go- 
vernment upon a solid basis, and to secure, by 
laws and by wise institutions, the true interests 
of his subjects, and ibe constant prosperity ef 
his kingdom. 


" During the progress of these great transac- 
tions, we saw burst forth, on more than one side 
the effects of that vast conapiiacy, which has so 
long existed, against all established power, and 
against all those rights consecrated by that soci- 
al order, under which Europe has enjoyed so ma- 
ny oentories of glory and happiness. 
The exis- 
tence of this conspuacy was col unknown to 
the monerchs ; but in the midst of those agita- 
tions wbiah Italy experienced after tbe catas- 
trophe of 1820, and of (bote wild impulses 
which were hence communicated te every mind, 
it developed itself with increasing rapidity, and' 
its true character stood revealed in open day.— 
It is not, as might have been tupposed at an 
earlier period—it is not against this or that 
form of government, more partieulary exposed 
to their declamations, that the dark enterprises 
of the authors of these plots, and tbe frantic 
wishes of their blind paniaans are directed.— 
Those states which 
have admitted 
changes 


into their political 
system, are no more 
se- 
cure from their attacks, than those whose ve- 
nerable institutions have survived the slotm» uf 
time. 
Pure monarchie», limited monarchies, 
federative constitutions, republic», all are com- 
prehended, all are engulphcd, in the proscrip- 
tions of a sect who trand as an oligarchy every 
thing, of whatever kind that lisea above the le- 
vel of a chimerical eqeality. 
The leaders of 
this impious league, indifferent as to what ma- 
result from the general destruction they niejji- 
tete, careless about all stsble and permanent 
organization, aim merely at the fundamente! 
bases of society. 
To overthrow what exists (oi 
(he chance of substituting whatever accident 
may suggest to their wild imaginations, or to 
their turbulent passions ;— thia is ihe essence uf 
their doctrines, the secret of all their machina- 
tions. 


" The allied sovereigns could not fail to per- 
ceive that there we., eoly ons bairier lo oppose 
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to this devastating torrent. 
To preserve what 


is legally established—such was, as it ought to 
be, the invariable principle of their policy, the 
point of departure, and the fioal object of all 
their resolutions. 
They were not Io be deterred 


in their purpose by tbe vain clamours of igno 
ranee or malice, accusing then of condemning 
humanity to a state of stagnation and torpor, in 
comparable with the natural and progressive 
march, and with the perfecting of social insti- 
tetioos. 
Never have these monerchs manifest 


ed the leest disposition to thwart real aroiliore- 
tions, or (be reform of abuses which creep into 
the beat governments. ' Very different views 
have constantly animated them ; and if this re- 
posa, wbicb governments and nations were jus- 
tified in supposing secured by the pacification 
of Europe, has net operated all the good which 
might have been expected to result from it, it 
is because governments have been compelled to 
concentrate all their energies on the means of 
opposing bounds to the progress of a faction, 
which disseminating every where error, discon- 
tent, and a fanaticism for innovation, would 
soon have rendered the existence of any public 
order whatever problematical. 
Useful or neces- 


sary changes in legislation, and ia the adminis- 
tration nf slates, ought only to emanate from 
the free will, and the intelligent and well weigh- 
ed conviction ofthose whom God has rendered 
responsible for power. 
AH tbat deviates from 


this line, necessarily leads to disorder, commo- 
tions, end evils far mor insufferable than those 
whicb tbey pretend io remedy. 
Penetrated 


with this eternal trotb, the sovereigns have nol 
hesitated to proclaim it with frankness nod vi- 
gour; they bave declaredthat, inrespecting the 
rights end independence ofell legitimate power, 
they regarded as legallynull, and as disavowed 
by (be principles which constitute the public 
tight ofEurope, all pretended reform operated 
by revort and open hostility. 
They heve acted 


cotiformab'y to tbia declaration, in the eveaia 
which bave taken place at Naples, in those of 
Piedmont, and in those even which, under very 
different circumstances, tbuugh produced by 
combinations equally criminal, bave recently 
made the eas'ern pait of Europe a prey ta in- 
calculable convulsions. 
"The monarchs are so much the more decid- 


ed to deviate from this system, because they 
consider the firmness with which ihey have 
maintained it in sn critical an epoch, as the trua 
cause of the success which has attended their 
efforts towards the re establishment of order in 
Italy. 
The governments of the Peninsula have 


acknowledged that ih .y hsd nothing to fear, 
either for tbeir political independence, the in- 
tegrity of their territories, or tbe preservation 
of their rights, in claiming the assistance which 
Waa afforded to them 
upon the 
aole condition 


that it shall be made available, only to the de- 
fence of their own existence. 
It is reciprocal 


confi jence which has saved Italy ; it is thai 
which has extinguished, in the space of iwn 
months, a conflagration which, had it not been 
for the intervention of the allied powers, would 
bave ravaged and ruined the whole extent of 
that beautiful country, and long base menaced 
the rest ofEurope. 


" Nothing has more efficaciously demonstrat- 


the strength of this morai agency, which united 
tbe salvation of Italy with the determination of 
tbe allied poweis, than the prompt and aospi 
cieus termination of ihe revolt which had bro 
ken out in Piedmont. 
Conspirators, some of 


whom were foreigners, had planned this great 
crime, and had put in moti >n, to insure its sue 
«tess, the most detestable of all revolutionary 
meant, that of exciting against authority the 
eery armed f.irce which is only ciealed to obey 
it, and defend public order. 
The victim ef * 
treason, inexplicable, if any thing can 
be to, 


while political crimes find in Europe voice. 
which dare to defend them ; a sovereign enjoy 
ing a just title to the respect and affection of 
bis subjects, saw bim compelled to descend 
from a throne which he adorned by bis virtue* ; 
a considerable portion nf tbe troops were hur- 
ried into the revolutionary abyss by the exam- 
ple and intrigues of a smell number of ambi- 
tious partisan» ; and ihe murderous cries of an 
anti-social faction resounded from the capital 
to ihe provinces, 
The monarchs assembled at 


Laybach did not delay to meet this state of 
things. 
Their union was ope of those which 


acquires strength and energy from the magni- 
tude of the danger 
Their voice was heard.— 
Instantly tbe faithful,servants of the king, feel- 
ing that they were abandoned, employed what 
resources remained to them to combat tbe ene 
rotes of the country, and the national glory; the 
legitimate power, although limited and paralys- 
ed in its action, was not less active in sustain 
ing its dignity and rights, and asaistance arriv- 
ing at the deuisive moment of the crisis, the 
triumph of the good cause was very soon com 
pinte. 
Piedmont was delivered in a few days; 


and of thisrevolution, calculated upon the over- 
throw of mere than one iio»ernment, there on- 
ly remains the infamous remembrance of it by 
its guilty authors. 


" It is thu», by following without deviation 


the establiahed principles and the line of con- 
duct traced at the first period of their Onion, 
that the allied monerchs have 
succeeded ia 


the pacification of Italy. 
Their direct object 


is attained. 
Not one of the steps which have 


been taken in furtherance of this issue, has 
belied the declarations that truth and good 
faith had dictated. 
They will continue faithful 


to them, in whatever new trials Providence 
may yet reserve for them. 
Called more than 


ever, as well as all tha other sovereigns and 
Liwful pnwera of Italy, to watch over the main- 
tenance of the peace of Europe; 
to protest 


it 
net only against the errors and passions 


which may compromise it in the intercourse 
between 
one power and another, but more 


particularly against those disastrous attempts 
which would spread the horrors of universal 
anarchy over the civilized world ; Ihey weuld 
consider it a profanation ofso august an object, 
to be guided by the strict calculations of a vul- 
gar policy. 
As all is simple, open, and frankly 


avowed, in the system which they ha?e embrac- 
ed, they submit it with confidence to the juag 
ment of all enlightened governments. 


" The congres (re union) which is about to 


close, will meet again it. the course of the next 
year 
Then will be taken into consideration 


the firing of a term the measure which, from 
the acknowledgment of the courts of Italy, and 
particularly nf those of Naples and Turin, have 
been judged necessary to consolidate the tran 
quility of tbe Peninsnla. , The monarcbs and 
their cabinets will bring to the examination of 
this question the lime mind which has hitherto 
directed tham. Motives of iocontestible weight, 
and felly justified by the resuls, 
determined 


the sovereigns to i iterfere in Ihe affairs of Italy; 
But th.y are far from wishing to prolong this 
interference beyond the limits of strict necessi- 
ty, desiring most sincerely that tha circumstan- 
ces which have imposed upon tbeia this pain 
ful duty, may never again occur. 


" We bave thought it useful, at the moment 
that the sovereigns are about to seperate, to 
recapitulate in tbe preceding exposition, the 
principles which have guided theirs ia tbe late 
transactions. 


" You are, in consequence, charged to make 


a communication of tbit dispatch io the minis- 
ter for foieign affairs of tbe court to which yon 
are eccrediled. 


" You wil', also, herewith receive a declara- 
tion, conceived ia the sama spirit, which tbe 
cabinets have caused to be draven np aod prist 
ed, to convey to Ibe knowledge of Europe tbe 
sentiments and principles with which tha aa 
gust sovereigns are animated, and which will 
const tatiy serva as tha guide to their jwlicy

" At tb vracrieot when tbe congress separat- 
ed, tha fallowing document was published in 
the oíame uf the courts of Austria, Prussia, and 
Russia :— 
DECLARATION. 


" Europe is ecqaeinied with the motives of 
ihe resolution taken by the allied sovereigns te 
suppress conspiracies, and to terminate disor- 
«ers which menace the existence of that gene 
ral pe.-ce, the establishment of which bad cost 
ste many efforts and so many sacrifices. 


"" At tba very moment when their geoerous 
objects were accomplished in the fcirgdom cf 
Napels, a rebellion of a still mora odious ck¡» 
fat-ter, if possible, rursi fonh ie Piedmont. 


" Neither the ties which bed, for so many ge- 
nerations, united the reigning boose of Savoy 
with tbe people, nor the benefits of en enlighten 
ed government, administered by a wise prince, 
"nd under paternal laws, nor the sad prospect 
of calamities lo which tha country was exposed, 
couldrestrain the disaffected from their designs, 
"The plan of a general subversion was pre- 
pared. 
In this combination ageinst the repase 
of nations, ihe coospiretors of Piedmont bad 
tbeit part assigned them. 
Tbey were eager to 
pe»form it. 


" The threne and tbe state were betrayed— 
oaths were vivalated—-military honear tarnished 
—aod the contempt of every duty soon produc- 
ed the scourge of every disorder. 
" Everywhere the pestilence exhibited the 
same character : everywhere one uniform spirit 
directed these fatal revolutions. 
"Kot being able to assign plausible motives 
in their justification, nor to obtain national sup 
port to maintain tbero, it was in false doctrines 
that these contrivers of anarchy sought an apo- 
logy ; tbey founded, upon criminal associations, 
a still more criminal hope, 
la their eyes, tbe 
salutary supremacy of the laws was a yoke'that 
must be destroyed. 
They renounced these sen- 
timents which are inspised by a true love of 
one's country, and, substituting for known du- 
ties arbitrary and undefined pretences fur a uni 
versal change in tbe constituent principles of 
society, tbey prepared endless disasters far tbe 
worid. 


" The allied sovereigns saw the dangers of 
this conspiracy in all their full extent, but they 
had also discovered the real weakness of tbe 
eoospirators, in spite of their veil of declama- 
tion and deceit. 
Experience has verified their 
anticipations. Tbe resistance which legitimate 
authority has encountered has*>een useless, and 
crime has disappearedat the sight of tbe sword 
of justice. 
"It is notto accidental causes—it is not even 
to the conduct of men wbo b»haved so ill ii the 
hour of battle—that this easy success should be 
attributed. It has resulted Irom a more con- 
solatory principle ; from one mure worthy ofat- 
tention. 


"Providence struck with terror the conscien- 
ces of men so guilty ; and ihe censure of the pu- 
blic, whose fate was compromised by these ar- 
tificers of mischief, caused ihe arms to fall from 
their hand» 


" Solely employed to contend with, and put 
down, rebellion, the allied forces, far from pur 
suing any exclusive interests have arrived lo Ihe 
aid of the people who were subjugated, and the 
peop e themselves 
bave regaided the employ- 
ment of those troops as a support in favour of 
tliei/ liberty, not as an aggression apon their 
independence. 
From 
that moment the war 
seised—iron» that moment ike stales wbiebre 


volution had assailed became tbe friendly states 
of those pewer which never «¡shed eny tbiag 
but their tranquillity and their prosperity. 


" In the midst uf these grace occurrences, 


and in a situation thus delicate, the allied sove- 
reigns, in concert wi h the king of the two Sici- 
lies and the king of Sardinia, have judgedit in- 
dispensable to adopt temporary measures of pre- 
caution, indicated by prudence, and callad for 
by the general good. The allied troops, whobe 
presence was necessary for the restoration ofor- 
der, bave 
beeft placed in suitable posilions, 


solely for the purpose of protecting the free ex- 
ercise of legitimate authority, and to assist it in 
preparing, under this etgis, these benefits which 
may effaceevery vestige of such portentous mis- 
fortunes. 


" Tbejustice and disinterestedness which havo 


prevailed in the deliberations of the allied mo- 
narch', will always continue to regulate their 
policy. 
In future, as during the past, they will 


ever prescribe to themselves the preservation of 
the independence and of the rights nf each 
state, rjch as they are recognised and defined 
by existing treaties. 
The issue, even of such 


an alarming crisis, will, under the auspices of 
providence, become the consolidation of that 
peace whichthe enemies of the people attempt- 
ad to deslray, aod the stability of an order of 
things, which will secare to nations their repose 
and prosperity. 


" Filled with these sentiments, the allied so» 


vereignt, iv terminating the conferences at Lay- 
back, bave wished lo announce to the world the 
principles by which they have been animated. 
They are determined never to abandon them: 
and ail the friends of order will constantly sea 
andfind their union a sure safeguard against the 
enterprises of anarchy. 


"' It is for ibis purpose thattheir imperial and 


royal 
mtjeslies have ordered ibeir ministers 


Plenipotentiary la sign and publish the present 
deciaretion.

HOUSE OF COMMONS,

Lord Williem Bentick moved aa address to 


tbeking, praying his interference to remove tha 
reproach which is attached to England, for hav- 
ing contributed to a changein the Sicilian Con- 
stitution, injurious to the freedom and happiness 
of that conntry. 
The motion was rejected by a 


majority of 69 to 35. 


Mr. Stuart Wortlay then ruada his piamised 


motion respecling the circular despatch issued 
from the congress at Laybach. 
Tbe principles 


advanced in (hst paper were eminently dange- 
rous tothe liberties nf this scuntry as well as to 
Europe. 
Tbe sovereigns declare that no re- 
form should emanate, except from ihote whom 
God had made responsible ; meaning, of course; 
thereby, that no reforms should proceed, except 
from tbe sovereigns of slates. 
He would ask, 


whether, if this principle had formerly been act- 
ed upon in this country, we should aa this time, 
possess any liberty whatever ; for what liberty 
we did enjoy, had frequently been obtained by 
force ofarms, and always against the will of 
the sovereign. 


This principle would put end ta all reform, 


unlessit would be conceived that the monarch» 
of tbe continent would abandon the despotic 
ideas wbicb they at present entertain. 
It was 


the business of this country to take care that tha 
doctrine contained in the despatch waa not 
made te be the law of Europe.

concluded by moving for the copies of despatch 
issued frora tbe sovereigns at Lav bad.., in May, 
1821.

They are exceed- 
ingly curious. 
Tbey shew conclusively that 


his imperial majesty, Francis, is quite as much 
a bankrupt in principle as in money. 
In one 


respect, indeed, be desvives the praise of since- 
rity. 
He bes not attempted to shuffle, or to 


evade payment of tha dabt, by alleging hi» inabi- 
lity to make good hi» engagement. 
Such sub- 
terfuges would hot have suited the dignity of 
the Austrian monarch ; who, at the same lime 
that he admits the justiceofour claim, contents 
himself with fiitly refuaiog to refund one shil- 
ling, or even to answer our memorials on tha 
subject ! 
The holy leaguer is quite ofRob Roy's
